PREVAIL OVER THE DEMOCRATIC AND PLURALISTIC INSTITUTIONS OF OUR 
SOCIETY... 

COMPLAISANCE, TACIT OR EXPRESSED, BEFORE THIS CRIMINAL

WILL NOT BE DISTRUBED. IT IS UNDERSTANDABLE THAT IN MOMENTS 
OF ANGUISH AND WORRY FOR THE RELATIVES AND THE COMPANY INVOLVED, 
REACTIONS HAVE OCCURRED WHICH, ALTHOUGH HUMAN AND LOGICAL, 

ARE NOT NECESSARILY JUSTIFIABLE WITH RESPECT TO THE NATIONAL 
WELFARE, SINCE THEY GO AGAINST THE COLLECTIVE WILL TO PREVENT 
ANY TYPE OF ACTIONS WHICH CONTRIBUTE TO SATISFYING SUBVERSIVE 
ASPIRATIONS AND, IN SHORT, CONTRIBUTE TO EXALTING THEM. 

THE FEDECAMARAS BOARD REITERATES ITS CALL FOR CONSTITUING 
A NATIONAL FRONT AGAINST THE CRIMINAL OFFENSIVE WHICH SEEKS 
TO REPEAT IN OUR COUNTRY THE TRAGIC EXPERIENCES WHICH HAVE 
OCCURRED IN OTHER COUNTRIES, AND INISTS ON THE URGENCY OF
